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The Senior Class entered high school as freshmen in the year nineteen hundred 
nineteen and nineteen hundred twenty, with thirty-five members. After three 
months of school the class officers were elected and the class colors chosen; the 
officers being: Leslie Graves, President; Truman Jones, Vice-President; Mery] 
Bowman, Secretary; Marshall Collins, Treasurer. After much discussion the 
class colors, purple and old gold, were decided upon. ‘That same year literary 
societies were organized, and one-half of the Freshman Class was enrolled in the 
Pallenian and the remaining half in the Coterie. The custom of having a High 
School Carnival, also, came in with the Freshmen. The class boasted of having 
three freshmen boys on the football squad and one on the first team of basketball. 
The whole school was immensely surprised when the freshmen won the inter-class 
tournament with a good sized score. 


When the freshmen of nineteen hundred nineteen became sophomores of nine- 
teen twenty and twenty-one, the class membership had decreased to twenty-two, 
on account of some leaving town. Elections were held and the new officers were: 
Bryan McPeek, President; Berenice Murray, Vice-President; Lois Phelps, Secre- 
tary; LaVern Berg, Treasurer. A lot of the “pep” was taken out of the class by 
the death of LaVern Berg, one of our officers. A member of the Sophomore class 
was chosen to act on the intercessory committee. During this year a high school 
musical comedy was given, ‘‘The Wishing Ring’’, and a number of sophomores 
took part in the play. Of course some of the class entered the declamatory and 
oratorical contests, although they did not win first place. And once more the 
class of twenty-three took the class basketball tournament with flying colors. 


The Junior Class of twenty-one and twenty-two started out by electing officers: 
Vaughn Miller, President; Martha Schroeder, Vice-President; Blanche Parker, 
Secretary; Edward Schap, Treasurer. After school was well started the Juniors 
began working on a class play, and, after several weeks of hard work they presented 
the ‘Crazy Idea’’, which was a great success. ‘This year one person was chosen 
to act on the intercessory committee. By school election two Juniors were made 
officers of the Athletic Association. In April the Juniors commenced preparation for 
the Junior reception given to the Seniors. And, once more the class of twenty- 
three were victorious in the inter-class basketball tournament. 


The Seniors started school this year only to be whirled into the midst of all 
the activities. Three new members were added to the class making twenty in all. 
The class officers were elected: Edward Schap, President; Bryan McPeek, Vice- 
President; Alice Bantli, Secretary; Berenice Murray, Treasurer. Most of the Senior 
boys were on the football squad and, with two exceptions, all of the first team of 
basketball was composed of Seniors. A Senior girl’s basketball team was organized 
with Miss Vanderhyden as coach. At the beginning of the year the Seniors gave 
a play called the ‘“‘Rose O’ Plymouth Town’’, which was successfully coached 
by Miss Wilson. The Senior Class was instrumental in having a Lyceum Course 
of three numbers, one of the best courses ever given in Stockton. The class motto 
and flower were decided upon, and, at last the Seniors were prepared to go out 
into the world and give the present Junior Class the important place that they 
had held for the past year in Stockton High School.

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A football meeting was held the first day and about 25 boys signed up as 
candidates for positions on the squad. What equipment was available was dis- 
tributed and practice began immediately, on the Benton Field. ‘There were a 
few minor injuries but the squad developed fairly fast. 

They were soon rewarded for their efforts by the arrival of new equipment 
and the securing of the Hartsough field for a gridiron. The first game of the season 
was played on the home gridiron October 6, Darlington vs. Stockton. Stockton 
scored quickly in the first quarter and the score stood 7-0 in favor of Stockton. 
But Darlington’s fullback, O’Neil soon began a series of attacks, off tackle and 
around the ends, and owing to his immense proportions and lightning-like speed, 
our home boys were unable to stop him. The game ended 13-7 in Darlington’s 
favor. 

The next game of importance was played with Galena, at Galena. The boys 
did not give up because of their preceding defeat, but came back strong and de- 
feated Galena easily, 26-0. 

The next game of the schedule was the Warren game on our home gridiron. 
The boys were primed for this contest and chalked up another victory, defeating 
Warren to the tune of 26-7. ; 

The next battle was also held at Stockton, between Cuba City and Stockton. 
This game proved to be a hard fought battle, the game ended with the score a 
tie, 6-6. 

Due to some disarrangement of the schedule, the S. H. S. team was forced 
to play four games in twelve days, in the latter part of the season. The first game 
was with Savanna at Savanna. The boys were badly outclassed and were defeated 
by the decisive score of 45-0. 

The next game was the following Tuesday, at Stockton with Galena as our 
opponents, and, altho the home team was badly battered from the Savanna game, 
we stepped out and beat Galena, 34-0. 

Three days later the local squad journeyed to Darlington, where they again 
met defeat at the hands of the well-seasoned Darlington eleven, 26-7. The game 
was fast and furious, causing numerous injuries to both teams. 

The next and final game of the season was played five days later, on Thanks- 
giving day, at Warren. Our team was defeated 28-0, according to the official 
decision. Stockton crossed the goal line four times but never-the-less the referee’s 
decision was a goose-egg for Stockton. 

Altho the team of 1922 was not undefeated during the schedule the season 
was considered a success. On the basis of the percentage of games won the Stock- 
ton boys are undisputed champions of Jo Daviess County having lost only one 
game in the county. The boys do not feel ‘‘chesty”’ over the season’s results for 
they were defeated by better teams outside of Jo Daviess County. They do take 
pride in the fact that they played every game as scheduled, in some cases handi- 
capped and against great odds. They put forth their best effort always, playing 
clean, sportsmanlike football. They tried to be just as good losers as they were 
victors. 

Almost the entire team is now lost by graduation. The vacancies left by the 
following men will be difficult to fill: Bowman, Jones, Evans, Cotter, Collins, 
McPeek and Graves. Stockton is hard hit by the loss of this Galaxy of stars 
but they will have several youngsters who are willing for a chance. 

We can look forward to some good work by some who did not get a chance 
this year. Among the veterans to be available next year are: Smith, Schroeder, 
Waterman, Fiedler, Wilson, Hanson, Northrup and Smythe. Others who will 
compete for positions are Polhill, Townsend, Rife, Crummer, Maidens and others. 
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Stockton puts on its first County Basketball Tournament. This is the first 
time that Stockton has had a gymnasium fit for a Tournament. Heretofore the 
County Tournaments have always been held at Galena or Warren because they 
were the only teams in the county that had a suitable gymnasium. With the 
erection of the High School gymnasium this year, Stockton rightly deserved the 
Tournament, and it was accorded her. Probably no Tournament held in the county 
was a greater success from the standpoint of attendance, enthusiasm, good feeling 
entertainment and receipts. 

Almost a capacity house was sold in season tickets. The whole school and 
town got behind the enterprize and deserve much credit for its success. The pupils (\ 
composing the Tournament Committee were Bryan McPeek chairman, Edward 
Schap, Berenice Murray, Blanche Parker, Vada Horsch, Orville Smythe, and 
Kenneth Glanville. The down town attractive feature of the preparations was 
the decoration of eight store windows for the eight respective schools of the county. 

Thursday afternoon March 8, the High School and grade pupils headed by 
the H. S. Band marched down to the depot, to meet the delegations coming in 
on No. 4 train at 2:54. Each pupil wore a ‘Welcome To Stockton” of gold ribbon 
and maroon letters reading: “Jo Daviess County Basket Ball Tournament 1923”’ 
(Welcome to Stockton). ‘‘A live school in a live town.”’ 

In the main building, on the first floor, the Juniors had charge of a checking 
room. The Freshman class had a stand where Eskimo pies and candies could be | 
had. At another stand the Illini Camp Fire Girls sold sandwiches and score cards. 

They marched through the main building to the Annex where they saw their 
sections by the respective names in their school colors on the wall over their seats. 

On the west side they were in order: Hanover, Apple River, East Dubuque, 
Galena, Elizabeth, Warren, and on the north east side Scales Mound. The entire | 
180 seats on the stage accommodated the Stockton pupils. The S. H. S. Band 
occupied the center of the stage between the two bleacher stands. The people of | 
Stockton Community filled the east side, and then some.

The capacity crowd was such that they were literally packed in like sardines. 
As the band played, the people cheered and the teams struggled on the floor, IN 
excitement being intense. Visitors remarked that the enthusiasm, the unity, the 
appearance of yell leaders and the whole Stockton mass on the stage with the band, 
was the best exhibition of school spirit that they had ever seen in the county. : 
Of course the Stockton excitement reached its peak in the Stockton-Galena game, 
and was stunted when the final whistle blew, announcing that Stockton had lost 
by one little point, the score of 17 to 18, but Stockton spirit didn’t die, because | 
there was something else to win besides points. 

In the fourth game of the tournament, the Galena High School defeated the 
local basket cagers in a hard fought and extremely interesting game. The game | 
was won by free throws, Swing of Galena shooting ten baskets from fouls. At | 
the same time Stockton made two baskets, making the score seventeen to eighteen, 
Galena leading by one point.

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Our motto in track was to do better than the year before, which meant to 
place first or second in the county meet.

It was a 
fine day for such an event, but some of the officials failed to show up or leave any 
word as to where they were. This delayed the meet for a short time. Our men 
started off from the beginning placing in nearly every event and making the score 
so close that the last event, the relay race, was to decide the winners of the county: 
Warren placed first in the relay which placed her highest in score. Stockton 
placed third which gave us second place and left Galena third place.

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For a number of years Stockton has regularly entered the county Speaking 
Contests. The last contest in which the boys and girls spoke together was held 
in 1919, and was won by the Stockton contestant, Lillian Smith. The next year 
a change was made, instead of one contest for both boys and girls, two contests 
were held, an oratorical contest for the boys and a declamatory contest for the 
girls. After winning the local contest in 1920, Homer Curtiss represented Stockton 
at Galena and was awarded first place. Not to be outdone by his brother, Marshall 
Curtiss won the contest in 1921. 

Last year, realizing the value of public speaking, a large number of boys entered 
the local practical work. An oratorical contest was held for each class. The two 
boys taking first and second places spoke in the Inter-Class contest, the winner 
of which was to represent Stockton at Galena. After a very good contest, Truman 
Jones, with the oration, “‘My Country”’, was awarded first place, and Vernon 
Evans, with the oration, ‘‘ National Apostasy”’, was awarded second place. Tru- 
man then represented Stockton at Galena, taking first place. This made three 
years straight that Stockton took first place in the oratorical contests. This also 
gave Truman the right to wear the pin donated to S. H. S. by Homer and Mar- 
shall Curtiss to be awarded each year to the winner of the Inter-Class Oratorical 
Contest. 

The declamatory work was entered into with even more enthusiasm than the 
oratorical. Declamatory Contests similar to the oratorical contest were held for 
each class. Owing to the large number of Freshman girls who entered, two con- 
tests were held for the Freshmen. After the Inter-Class contest, which was an 
unusually good one, Ruth Webb was awarded first place with the declamation, 
“The Littlest Rebel”’,and Manie Gates was awarded second place with the dec- 
lamation, ‘‘Sister Caroline Speaking”’. At the county contest Ruth was awarded 
third place. 
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The Senior Class of ’23 decided when they were still Juniors that Stockton 
should have a lyceum course. The idea was not to put one on for profit but for 
the educational value that would be received. So in January, 1922 when a repre- 
sentative came from the Redpath Lyceum Bureau, he brought such interesting 
numbers that they had a difficult time deciding what they would like to have. 
A course was finally decided on and the contract was signed. 

The first number was given here December 4, 1922. This was the Werno 
Ladies Quartette. The program was made up of musical numbers, readings, and 
impersonations. The musical program consisted of violin solos, ’cello solos, and 
music by the trio made up of the violin, ’cello, and piano, some beautiful vocal 
selections were also given. One of the most interesting of the vocal selections was 
the “Doll Song”’ from the ‘‘Tales of Hoffman’’. Miss Werno, the leader of the 
quartette, gave many interesting readings, one of which was taken from the play, 
Smilin’ Thro’’. 

The next number came January 8, 1923. It was lecture, ‘In the Paws of the 
Russian Bear’’, by Lewis Convis. Mr. Convis spent several years with the Russian 
people and knew every fact concerning their lives. He told much about the condi- 
tions in Russia that the majority of the American people do not know. Although 
much of his lecture was sad, it was not tiresome because of the fact that he knew 
how to hold his audience by bringing in a certain amount of humor. He told that 
a great many of the men in the Bolshevik army would willingly leave it if they dared 
but can not because of what would happen to their families if they did. Mr. Convis 
stated during his lecture that the majority of the Russian people are quiet and 
patriotic. 

The last number was given February 9, at the Opera House, by the Grosjean 
Marimba-Xylophone Orchestra to a crowded house. The program consisted main- 
ly of instrumental numbers, and impersonations. Miss Floss Grosjean proved 
to be a very entertaining impersonator. Among her readings were: ‘When the 
Train Comes In’, and “Aunt Sue’s Neighbor’s”. Their orchestra consisted of 
saxaphone, marimba-xylophone, piano, and drums. Besides these instruments 
they had with them a set of very beautiful organ chimes, but the wonder of the 
evening was when Miss Grosjean played several selections on a common old saw. 
When they announced their last number a great sigh went over the whole audience, 
because everyone regretted that the program was so nearly over. The last number, 
“Glow Little Glow Worm”’, was played by the entire company on the marimba- 
xylophone.
